Feds charge 3 in Russia money laundering case

NEW YORK - Federal prosecutors 
charged that $7 billion from Russia was Ule-. 
gaily funnclcd through accounts at the 
Bank of New York in one of the largest 
money laundering cases in-U.S. history, 
according to an indictment disclosed 
Tuesday. 

three people, including a former bank 


vice president, and three companies were 
-charged mriTh--channcIIng the inoiiey - 
bclievcd tied to the Russian mafia - in the 
first criminol charges to be brought in the 
case. 

The charges were in a thrcc-coum indict- 
ment filed under seal in U.S. District Court 
in Manhattan on Sept. 16. 

The Bank of New York, the nation’.s 15th 
largest bank, was not charged. 


U.S. Attorney Mary Jo White said in .a 
staicmerit Tuesday that ‘‘the ongoing inves- 
tigation is very intense and broad, and it is 
likely to go on for some time." 

Lewis Schiliro, an FBI assistant director 
in charge of the New Y’ork office, said the 
FBI is primarily focused on detennining the 
origin of the funds and tracing the path of 
transactions through accounts at ihe Bank 
of New York.

(Brigliam Young University).” 

In the information age, faculty 
rcseardi and a steady supply of well- 
trained graduates arc key economic 
development tools. But, Sdiustcr said, 
facuTiy .salaries at the University of 
Wyoming have dedined in the past . 
decade from third among public univer- 
sides to 47th, deferred maintenance on 
its handsome sandstone buildings ha.s 
reached $40 million and all tlie while 
state dcfidis totaled S61S million. 

Central to the problem, all the pan- 
elists agreed, is a tax system keyed to , 
die mining, oU and gas industries -with- 
liildt severance taxes, low sales and 
property levies and no income tax.

Wyoming is small on die national 
.scale, but its economic situation ondits 
palpable political angst are vivid 
reminders that “a rising tide” of nation- 
al prosperity does not “lift all boats” 
and that states which lack in leadership 
can easily founder.

But tile best one is consen’ation, 
Burkholder said. People in the 
Northwest use more electricity 
than elsewhere in the country 
because it is so cheap.

“The court finds the Forest 
Service did not provide any ratio- 
nale for why this magnitude of 
timber sale would not have a sig- ' 
nificant effect on the environ- 
ment,” Gilbert wrote.

In today’s interesting deal, 
East holds the keys to a success- 
ful defense. To succeed, he must 
reject a routine defense. Place 
yourself in East’s chair and 
choose your play at trick one. 
Careful — it may not be as auto- 
matic as it seems. 

When West leads his fourth- 
best heart, many East players 
would react routinely. They would 
win the ace and continue with the 
queen. South takes his king, leads 
a diamond to dummy’s ace, and 
runs dummy’s dub 10. West wins 
his king, but South is safe. West 
can do no better than cash his 
heart jack, and the defenders limit 
themselves to only three winners. 

For East, a much better play at 
trick one is the heart queen. This 
puts South in an untenable posi- 
tion. If he refuses to win, East 
cashes his ace and leads another, 
heart to clear the suiL And when 
the dub finesse loses, the defend- 
ers win four hearts and a dub for 
one down. 

If South takes East's heart 
queen at trick one, the defense 
still prevails. When West wins his 
dub king, he leads a second heart 
to East's ace, and a third heart 
through South's I(M> nets the de- 
— fenders-the eame-Cvetridcs. 

Note that East's play of the 
heart queen has little to lose. If 
South has the king, he is bound to 
win a heart tridc And if West has 
the king, East can continue mth 
his ace and another heart to es- 
tablish West's suit
